EFFORT  TO  ENLIST 
SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS  IN 
NEW  YORK  CITY 
Ayer  Asks  for  Assistance 

Dr.  WUllam  Ward  Ayer,  Pakor  of 
the  Calvary  Baptist  Church  In  New 
York,  has  announced  the  launching  of 
a  unique  program  which  is  of  special 
significance 'to  Southern  Baptists.  It 
contemplates  the  aligning  of  large 
numbers  of  our  people  with  a  Baptist 
Church  in  New  York.  It  is  estimated 
that  50,000  Southern  Baptists  reside 
in  New  York’s  metropolitan  area. 
Many  of  these  are  not  attending  wor¬ 
ship  services  in  any  of  the  churches. 
Dr.  Ayer  and  his  church  have  made 
them  their  special  concern. 

A  program  of  home  visitation  has 
been  instigated  and  Dr.  Ayer  has  call¬ 
ed  upon  all ‘Southern  Baptist  pastors, 
Bible  School  Superintendents,  and 
Church  workers  to  send  him  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  Southern 
Baptists  living  in  the  metropolitan 
area  of  New  York  City,  that  he  may 
visit  them  and  send  them  invitations 
for  a  week  of  special  “Southern" 
meetings  to  be  held  beginning  January 
16  with  Dr.  W.  F.  Powell,  Pastor  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  NashvUle, 
Tenn.  Dr.  Powell  will  preach  the  en¬ 
tire  week  and  the  church  Is  planning 
a  number  of  get-acquainted  functions 
for  men.  women  and  young  people 
during  the  revival  period.

Dr.  Barnes  To  Speak 
On  Miss.  Radio  Hour

A  few  days  ago  we  heard  a  Baptist 
layman,  Harold  E.  Stassen,  now  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvan¬ 
ia,  describe  the  landing  In  Tokyo  Bay 
of  the  Occupation  Forces.  As  a  Com¬ 
mander  in  the  Navy  he  was  interested 
in  getting  relief  to  American  service 
men  in  prisoner-of-war  camps,  eighty 
per  cent  of  whom  were  suffering  frmn 
malnutrition.  When  our  men  in  the 
camp  nearest  the  place  of  landing  saw 
the  Stars  and  Stripes  they  began 
cheering.  So  hungry  were  they  that 
many  of  them  plunged  into  the  surf  to 
get  food  and  other  needed  supplies. 
But  when  they  were  asked  by  the 
commanding  officer  if  there  were 
other  camps  nearby,  the  famished  pri¬ 
soners  salcT  that  there  was  another 
camp  three  or  four  miles  away,  and 
ten  added:  “They  need  it  worse.  Help 
them  first." 

That  reply  describes  the  world  sit- 
nation  today.  There  are  more  than  a 
billion  men,  women,  and  children  wh* 
never  know  what  it  is  to  have  enough 
to  eat.  Most  of  thein  do  not  have  half 
enough  calories  to  assure  normal 
health.  They  need  food  worse  than 
we  do. 

Less  than  one-third  of  the  people  in 
the  world  are  even  nominally  Chris¬ 
tian.  Probably  only  about  one-tenth  of 
that  number  are  effective  Christiana. 
The  need  for  the  Gospel  among  the 
million  who  have  never  heard  the 
name  of  Jesus  is  greater  than  it  la 
here. 

The  other  night  in  Columbus.  Ohio, 
we  saw  in  the  meeting  of  the  Foreign 
Missions  Conference  of  North  Ameri¬ 
ca  nearly  forty  nations  from  almost 
as  many  countries,  each  bearing  glor¬ 
ious  testimony  to  the  saving  grace  of 
Ood  in  his  own  life,  and  to  the  tri¬ 
umphs  of  the  Gospel  in  his  land.  For 
example  there  was  a  young  man  from 
Okinawa — Who  hasn’t  heard  of  Oki¬ 
nawa?  We  appealed  for  missionary 
reinforcements. 'Every  church  building 
but  one  was  destroyed  by  war. 

There  was  Takuo  Matsumoto,  prin¬ 
cipal  of  a  girl’s  school  in  Hiroshima 
which  was  wiped  out  by  the  atomle 
bomb. 

We  testified  to  the  power  of  the 
Gospel  of  the  Living  God.  He  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  presiding  officer  a  gavel 
carved  from  the  stump  of  a  tree  in 
Hiroshima  which  was  shattered  by 
the  bomb.  * 

A  Zulu  chief  from  Africa  thanked 
the  people  of  America  for  sending 
missionaries  to  his  land  where  many 
of  the  people  had  been  transformed  by 
divine  grace  and  power.  One  of  tha 
most  dynamic  personalities  on  the  pro¬ 
gram  was  Dr.  Hilda  Lasarus  of  Indisi, 
principal  of  Vellore  Medical  College, 
wearing  most  worthily  the  mantle  of 
Dr.  Ida  Scudder,  now  retired,  tha 
founder  of  that  blessed  Institation.

’The  Baptist  World  Alliance,  which 
was  organized  in  1905,  has  experi¬ 
enced  a  new  birth  under  the  dynamic 
leadership  of  Dr.  C.  O.  Johnson.  It  is 
unbelievable  that  an  organization 
should  be  given  a  new  sense  of  mis¬ 
sion,  a  new  s*ense  of  direction,  and  a 
new  sense  of  meaningfulness  in  so 
short  a  period.  He  has  tVaveled  exten¬ 
sively  and  spoke  continuously  through¬ 
out  thp  world  in  the  name  of  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance.  This  last  sum¬ 
mer  he  visited  many  of  the  countries 
of  Europe  where  poverty  and  persecu¬ 
tion  are  so  prevalent.  HLs  radiant  per¬ 
sonality  and  his  dynamic  message 
started  the  flames  of  hope  to  burn 
again  in  the  hearts  of  the  depressed 
and  di.scouragc'd  Baptists  of  Europe. 
The  way  God  is  ble.sslng  his  ministry 
and  crowning  his  efforts  with  success 
leads  us  to  realize  that  his  election 
was  of  God.  When  Dr.  Rushbrooke 
slipped  away  from  us  to  enter  upon 
his  eternal  rewards  many  felt  that  his 
homegoing  would  mean  the  death  of 
the  Alliance.  In  fact,  many  remarked, 
"Dr.  Rushbrooke  was  the  Alliance  and 
he  is  dead.”  But  God  always  has  the 
man  for  the  hour  ready  at  hand  when 
we  seek  his  guidance. 

We  believe,  that  the  choice  of  Dr.  A. 
T.  Ohm  of  Norway  was  also  of  God.

(Comioued  from  Pftce  One) 
the  testimony  of  these  Christian  na¬ 
tionals.  Whatever  the  needs  of  their 
lands  they  give  the  Gospel  of  the  cru¬ 
cified.  risen  laird  the  first  place.  As 
Dr.  Paul  UaxTlson  of  Arabia  put  It,  the 
main  thine  to  be  rqjtorted  is  not  a 
thousand  saccessful  hernia  operations, 
but  the  winnint  of  men  and  women 
for  Christ  through  doors  opened  by 
the  ministry  of  medical  missionaries. 

Dr.  Harrison’s  message  to  all  peo¬ 
ple  wherever  he  goes  is  that  the  Bet¬ 
ter  Hope  for  the  world  is  available 
only  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  big  question, 
he  said,  is  not.  What  does  Ku.ssia 
think  of  ns?  but.  What  does  God  think 
of  ns?  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  of  all.  The 
Reformed  missionaries  in  East  Arabia 
have  been  of  great  assistance  in  en- 
abUng  oar  own  Southern  Baptist  mis¬ 
sionaries,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Berrel  Calla¬ 
way,  to  locate  in  that  diffiruR  but 
strategic  field. 

Dr.  Walter  Judd  was  misskumry  In 
China,  but  is  now  in  Congress  seeking 
to  initiate  some  needed  reforms  in  our 
relationships  with  the  Orient.  He  ea- 
pects  to  return  to  China  to  resume  his 
labors  as  a  Christian  riTbtslonary.  He 
believes  that  Asia,  a  continent  of  im¬ 
mense  natural  resources,  will  greatly 
influence  the  long-term  destinies  of 
the  world.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Chinese  are  the  hardiest  people 
In  the  world.  The  future  of  China, 
e^eclally  Its  economic,  political  and 
spiritual  decisions  and  destiny,  will 
depend  In  large  measure  on  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  the  United  States  and  our  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  appeal  of  China  In  Its 
hour  of  desperate  need.  Who  wm  In- 
fluence  China  most,  the  United  States 
or  Russia? 

The  last  speaker  on  the  three  days’ 
program  was  our  own  Oscar  Johnson, 
president  of  the  Baptist  World  Alli¬ 
ance.  He  magntfIM  the  leadership  of 
pastors.  They  must  be  the  leaders  in 
this  Missionary  Advance.  Their  Job  is 
to  inspire,  to  reeruK,  to  challenge,  to 
train,  to  lead.  Tlie  people  must  be  in¬ 
spired  to  lift  together  to  achieve  the 
world  mission  program  and  purpose 
which  Ood  has  sK  before  us. 

When  we  go  to  a  cafeteria  we  don't 
have  to  take  everything  on  dlsfday. 
There  are  aome  things  in  eating  places 
which  we  do  not  like.  8o  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  rellgioos  oonventions  we  have 
attended  in  our  day.  So  with  this  eon- 
ference.  There  were  three  or  four 
speakers — none  of  them  missionaries 
or  natianals — Who  could  taft  only  of 
the  World  Oouncil  of  Churohes.  ’They 
missed  the  main  purpose  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  whidi  was  to  set  before  the  evan¬ 
gelical  bodies  of  North  America  the 
challenge  for  a  Missidnary  Advance, 
with  details  to  be  worked  out  and  ad¬ 
ministered  by  the  respective  denomi¬ 
national  boards.  In  fact,  in  the  intro¬ 
duction  to  the  published  survey  of 
certain  great  areas  and  suggestions 
for  meeting  the  needs  in  those  areas, 
is  found  this  statement;  ‘Hhe  best 
way  to  get  this  done  is  by  denomina- 
tteuia  .  .  Each  hoard  would  challenge 
its  constituency  to  undertake  the  en¬ 
larged  program.”  We  would  not  for¬ 
bid  our  tellow-beiievers  who  do  not 
follow  us.  but  who  through  unaelfiMi 
and  sacrificial  aerrioe  ate  easting  out 
dewions  in  Christ’s  name.

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Don't  Cut  His  Salary 

■Your  church  is  cutting  the  pas¬ 
tor’s  Alary  unless  you  pay  him 
more  this  3rear  than  you  did  last. 

There  is  no  denying  the  fact 
that  prices  have  risen.  It  is  also  a 
fact  that  many  churches  have  not 
raised  pastors’  salaries  in  compari¬ 
son  with  the  increase  in  prices.  To¬ 
day  pastors  cannot  huy  as  much 
with  their  present  salaries  as  they 
could  with  salaries  of  a  few  years 
ago.  In  other  words,  if  you  have 
not  added  to  the  pastor^’s  salary 
you  have  in  effect  cut  it 
We  also  believe  that  every 
church  should  include  in  its  bud¬ 
get  an  item  for  the  expense  of  the 
pastor’s  automobile.  Business  con¬ 
cerns  either  furnish  their  em¬ 
ployees  an  automobile  or  pay  for 
the  use  of  one  on  a  mileage  basis. 
Many  miles  are  travelled  by  the 
pastor  every  month. 

With  continuing  high  prices  the 
pastor  can  do  one  of  tw’o  things:  1. 
Receive  more  salary;  2.  Lower  his 
standard  of  living  which  means 
buying  less  or  buying  things  of 
lower  quality. 

Unlike  organized  labor  or  pro¬ 
fessional  men,  the  pastor  cannot 
ask  the  church  for  an  increase.  Nor 
can  he  demand  an  increase  as  can 
organized  labor.  He  has  no  union 
business  agent  to  negotiate  raises 
for  him,  nor  can  he  and  his  fellow 
pastors  go  on  strike. 

Most  churches  have  greatly  in¬ 
creased  their  contributions  as  the 
income  of  their  members  has  in¬ 
creased.  But  most  churches,  al¬ 
though  they  have  increased  the 
pastor’s  salary  have  not  increased 
h  in  proportion  to  the  increased  iiv 
'come  of  the  church  or  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church.  Not  only  should 
the  churches  carefully  examine  the 
pastor's  salary  and  get  it  in  line 
with  increased  costs,  but  the  same 
is  ime  of  our  educational  directors, 
ministers  of  music  and  other 
church,  workers. 

The  truth  is  that  the  above- 
named  group  has  been  more  neg¬ 
lected  than  the  p  a  st  o  r  s.  Many

Now  I 
think  you  have  hurried  things  up  for 
us  for  with  the  money  which  you  have 
sent  w’e  plan  to  buy  R.  A.  shirts  for 
the  boys  who  are  to  be  promoted  to 
the  R.  A.  at  the  beginning  of  1949. 
That  will  give  us  time  to  order  and 
get  them  here  by  the  time  of  the  pro¬ 
motion  day.  I  simply  do  not  know  how 
to  thank  you  enough  and  to  you  will 
go  the  credit  of  reviving  the  R.  A.  work 
In  Nigeria  again.  It  has  been  many 
years  .since  we  have  had  an  active  or¬ 
ganization. 

The  name  of  your  camp  sounds  very 
interesting  Indeed.  You  kind  Southern 
Baptist  friends  have  given  us  enough 
money  that  we  csui  have  some  nice 
buildings  for  camps  here  also.  Until 
now  we  have  only  had  camps  for  O. 
A.'s.  and  we  have  had  to  use  the 
buildings  which  were  left  by  the  army 
after  they  had  u.sed  this  place  for  two 
years.  The  buildings  are  rough  and 
inadequate  but  we  have  been  very  glad 
to  have  tljpm  for  our  use  when  we  had 
nothing  else.  Our  new  buildings  will 
take  care  of  many  more  campers  and 
they  will  be  far  more  comfortable 
than  the  present  ones.  The  govern¬ 
ment  is  one  day  bringing  lights  and 
water  to  this  town  and  we  are  told 
that  there  will  be  a  lake  2  1-2  miles 
long  joining  our  land.  We  are  very 
plea.sed  about  this,  for  there  will  be 


denas  last  spring,  Mi.ss  Martha  Cabar- 
rocas.  a  member  of  the  church  in 
Matanzas,  who  has  done  a  great  deal 
to  sponsor  a  splendid  rural  work  in 
the  Yumurl  Valley  near  Matanzas. 
donated  for  camp  work  a  plot  of 
about  seventy  five  acres.  The  land  is 
well  suited  for  camp  purposes  lor  It 
is  hilly,  has  brook,  and  is  situated  in 
such  a  place  as  to  be  easily  accessible 
to  our  churches  both  by  train  and 
highway.  We  already  have  the  deeds 
to  the  property  and  hope  to  build  the 
first  unit  within  the  next  few  months 
80  as  to  be  able  to  use  the  camp  next 
summer. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  given 
us  an  initial  offering  of  five  thousand 
dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  put  up  the  first 
unit.  We  also  have  in  band  a  total  of 
approximately  five  hundred  and 
seventy  dollars  ($570.00)  from  Royal 
Ambassadors  and  others  for  the  R.  A. 
building.  Of  course  we  cannot  do  a 
great  deal  of  building  with  this 
amount  of  money,  but  at  least  it  will 
be  a  start  and  when  we  have  the  first 
unit  we  can  add  to  its  as  funds  come 
In.  Our  first  interest  will  be  to  provide 
water  and  light  for  the  camp,  and  to 
build  as  much  as  we  can  with  what 
we  have  for  the  purpose. 

We  appreciate  your  interest  in  our 
young  people  In  Cuba.  We  hope  that 
you  will  continue  to  remember  us  In 
your  prayers.  We  have  many  fine 
young  people  In  our  churches.  Twelve 
fine  young  men  are  studying  for  the 
ministry  In  our  Seminary -in  Havana, 
and  four  young  women  are  in  training 
In  our  Training  School  for  mission  ser¬ 
vice.

The  poet’s  brother,  Samuel,  has  writ¬ 
ten  a  number  of  h}mins  and,  as  might 
be  expected,  the  work  of  the  two  has 
sometimes  been  confused. 

This  Carol  could  be  very  effectively 
used  by  the  regular  Cbarch  Cbeir  or 
the  Youth  Choir  in  some  of  the 
church  services  during  the  weeks 
preceding  Christmas.  ’The  music  for 
this  Carol  la  especially  aM>ropriate. 
The  bass  part  particularty  sounds 
like  the  ringing  and  singing  of  a 
bell.  It  gives  the  bass  singers  In  the 
choir  ample  opportunity  for  per¬ 
formance.  For  example:  the  female 
voices  could  hum  their  parts  and  all 
male  voices  (which  could  take  the 
bass  part)  could  sing  in  unison  the 
words  to  the  last  verse,  whose  words 
are  especially  appropriate  for  the 
bass  melody  Hne.

OF  $112,000 

Calvary  Church,  Jackson,  although 
pastorless  at  the  present  time,  has 
adopted  a  budget  for  1949  amounting 
to  $112,000.

BIRMINGHAM,  Ala.  —(BP)—  The 
Alabama  Baptist  (invention,  meeting 
in  its  annual  session  here,  accepted  as 
a  gift  two  hospitals  previou.sly  ope¬ 
rated  by  Birmingham  Baptist  Associa¬ 
tion. 

A  non-profit  corporation  will  be  set 
up  for  management  of  the  ho.spitals. 
They  have  a  property  valuation  of 
about  $1,750,000,  and  $250,000  in  ca.sh. 
Plans  have  been  made  to  Increase  the 
200  bed  capacity  to  300  for  the  com¬ 
bined  institutions. 

Dr.  A.  H.  Relr,  state  secretary,  re¬ 
ported  that  gifts  reaching  the  state 
office  during  the  past  year  Included 
$800.028  84  for  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  and  $500,398  19  for  de.slgnated 
objects.  Ml-scellaneous  gifts  boosted 
the  total  to  $1,393,572.91.  A  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  goal  of  $900,000  was  set 
for  1949. 

Gifts  of  $200,000  from  J.  A.  Fields  of 
Montgomery  and  $50,000  from  (polum- 
bus,  Ga.  were  announced  by  the  Bap- 
tLst  Foundation  of  Alabama.
